It cannot be denied that 
they have a right to such knowledge. In 
the first place, the people—perhaps, unto 
more than one generation—must pay the 
whole bill of costs. In the next place, 
A full state- 
ment of the havoc which the revolt has 
wrought would be far more likely to dis 
hearfen the mutineers than to inspire any 
save the maddest of them with new 
ardour. The war costs are of two kinds. 
There is the huge bill for. devastations— 
the destruction of buildings, the cutting 
of railways and bridges, the decay of 
industry, the paralysis of trade. The 
people know that a vast amount of damage 
has been done, but they cannot guess how 
it will be represented in the taxation of 
the coming years. “The other war costs— 
for ,which,..of course, the mutineers are 
equally responsible—are the direct charges 
of the military campaign. The Govern- 
ment has been forced to raise, train and 
equip’ & considerable army and to main- 
tain it in the-field. We do not doubt 
that the money has been spent well 
and wisely. » We do “not grudge the cost 
of a single recruit to the army of Irish 
freedom. The goal is victory and it must 
be attained at any cost: Nevertheless, that 
cost is a matter of national concern. 

The people trust the Government and 
the Government can afford, with perfect 
safety, to trust the people. We are con- 
vinced that a frank statement “sf the cost 
of the revolt, so far as it can be assessed 
and foreseen, would have excellent re 
sults. It would enable the country ‘to 
form some’ estimate of the task of recon- 
struction, and until such an estimate is 
made possible a certain apathy must pre- 
vail. "In a way even more immediately 
important the statement would help both 
Government and people. It might stagger 
the people; but it would sharpen their 
resolve that the fight must end quickly 
and that victory must be complete. 
If the Government is compelled to 
make further demands upon the country’s 
purse, it will find the taxpayer the moré 
willing when the whole truth has been 
told to him. He will insist only on one 
condition—that, having paid ‘heavily for 
peace and progress, he shall erter into 
full and: permanent possession of those 
blessings, We announce to-day that the 
assembly of the new Parliament has been 
postponed for another fortnight. The 
country wiil Jeave its military fortunes 
in the Army's hands with every. con- 
fidence; but in regard to the “financial 
situation it ought not to be kept inde 
finitely in the-dark. The repeated post- 
ponement of Parliament is a necessary 
misfortune, but still a :misfortane. The 
Government can help to repair it by giving 
the people some account of the price which 
they are paying for the boon of liberty. | 
Any such statement must be a crushing 
indictment of the men who have defied the 
nation’s will. 
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Bavatia in Revolt. 


History is repeating itself in Germany. 
Right years ago the dog days provided 
anxious moments for the hapless visitor 
to Bavaria. Its proximity to Austria 
made it feel the rumblings of war long 
before they reached Prussia and the rest 
of Germany, and the last week in July 
saw a general exddus of foreigners from 


| the southern kingdom. Now the foreigners 


are fleeing again from Bavaria. Munich 
is in a ferment. All the old antagonism 
against Prussia has been revived in an 


intensified form. and there are ugly 


rumours ,of a civil war. The whole 


‘trouble may be traced back to the murder 


of Dr. Rathenau. Immediately after this 
shocking crime thé Reichstag passed an 
Act for the Defence of the Republic, 
Thir Act was in the nature’ of ~— legis- 


of volcanoes for many years. He has 
discovered that seventy of them have 
taken up positions in the neighbourhood 
of Buda-Pesth and that they are on the 
point of launching their great attack on 
mankind.

A Singing City. 

The people of Wellington, in far-away 
New Zealand, have discovered a new 
antidote ‘to Bolshevism, anarchy and 
various other ills to which the flesh of the 
twentieth century is heir. The leading 
business men of that city have. banded 
themselves together into-an organisation 
for the promotion of “community sing- 
ing,” and they hope by this means to 
rid Wellington of all its woes. The 
idea is that at regular intervals the in- 
habitants shal] assemble in the town hail 
and sing for a couple of hours on end. 
Hymns are taboo, and there will be no 
such thing as a trained choir or even a 
trained conductor. A pianist is provided. 
Leaflets containing the words of popular 
songs and choruses will be distributed to 
the people; and then they will just sing 
as the spirit moves them. Nothing is so 
exhilarating as a rousing chorus, sung 
by a large crowd; and if, as the organ- 
jsers of the Wellington scheme expect, 
4.000 singers will attend the “concerts ”’ 
regularly, excellent results are likely to 
be obtained. People brood on their 
troubles far too much nowadays. Not 
enly in New Zealand, but in Ireland the 
need for optimism is pressing, and an 
oceasional public “sing-song’’ would help 
to chase the dumps. 


PREHISTORIC BONES. 
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DISCOVERIES IN BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 


In a valley of the far northern section of 
British Columbia, close to the Yukon border, 
which, it is believed, was never, before visited by 
a white man, Mr. Frank Perry, mining engineer 
of Vancouver, has discovered the remains of 
mastodons that once roamed Northern Canada. 
The location of the valley is not marked on 
maps, but it is north and west of the head- 
waters of the Findlay River. Indians will not 
travel through the valley, believing it to be 
haunted by the giant animals whose they 

ve seen, | : 

In addition to the bones there are footprints 
in the sand-stone and shale of some other pre- 
historic monster, these are clearly defined marks 
showing that the- maker of the tracks was & 
three- animal. 

The bones, which are of great size, are not 
fossilised, but are in ‘a state of excellent pre- 
servation. Hip bones and sections of the spine 
were found by Mr. Perry, who believes that by

could be unearthed. 
Mr. Perry spent 14 years in the far northern 
in the quest of minerals, two pack 
dogs being his companions. “Neither canoes nor 
pack horses can be used to gain access to the 
district, where these remains were found, and 
so far the only manner of trayelling has been 
to live on game, using dogs to carry the .amp 
equipment, It requires a year to make the 
journey in this way, an aeroplane could 
cover the distance in a few days.

EFFECT ON STOCK-BREEDING. 


The Earl of Ancaster, Parliamentary Secre- 
to the Board of Agriculture, discussed the 
juestion from the point of view of the agricul- 
tural and farming industry of the country. He 
ad.nitted that farmers were not unanimous, 
but he maintained that a very large majority— 
in fact, the vast majority—of the men who 
were responsible for trying to produce food 
were opposed to the raising of the embargo. 
(Hear hear.) Their case should receive the 
sympathetic attention of Parliament. There 
were thousands of men who view the complete 
reversal of our settled policy of keeping live 
stock out of the country with absolute conster- 
nation end alarm. (Hear, hear.) Farmers, 
under what they believed to be our settled 
pohey, had built up a breeding industry that 
was second to none in the world. The change 
would have disestrous effects on many of the 
smaller breeders if our policy was to be revefsed 
He hoped, at any rate, that we would set up 
system of quarantine, and regulate the 
class of animal to be imported. 

Lord Buckmaster said that the speech of the 
last epeaker was five years too late. He was 
amazed to find members of the Government who 
were bound by a promise not only doing nothing 
to carry it out, but doing all in their power to 
prevent it bemg implemented, The maintenance 
of the embargo was only defended on the 
ground of protection. How could they justify 
ihe maintenance of a protective system against 
cattle and not against corn ? 


ADMISSION ALL ROUND. 


The Marquis of Orewe said that he did not 
think the cases of cattle and corn were on all 
fours. The position had changed somewhat 
since the earlier discussion of the subject, and 
he proposed to surport the amendment standin 
in the name of Viscount Long to be moved 
later. Any privilege given to Canada must be 
extended to the other minions. 

Viscount Long said that it had been suggested 
that the amendment he had put down did not 
carry out. the promise that he made at the 
Imperial Conference, and that it was inconsis- 
tent with the rémarks that he made on another 
oceasion. That was wholly incorrect. The 
amendment that he would move later wae based 
entirely on Imperial grounds, and it was drawn 
eo that it should not be applicable to Canada 
ouly, but io the Empire as a whole. He had 
every reason to beheve that Canada would 
accept, his proposal, which did what Canada 
wanted. It admitted that Canada was free 
from disease, and. that being so, it was our 
duty to see in what way our fromise could be 
most conveniently carried out. 

The Duke of Atholl said that he would sup- 
port Lord Long’s amendment. 

Lord Bleddigloe said that the quarantine pro- 
posed by Lord Long- must apply to Irish as well 
as Canadian cattle. He regretted that the Go- 
vernment was going to remove the small rrotec 
tion that now existed on British farming, and 
hoped that the country would not be subjected 
to the visitations of diwease that occurred prior 
to the 1896 Act. 

The Marquis of Lincolnshire urged the House

The purely scientific work of the ninetieth 
annual meetings of the British Medical Associa- 
tion, at Glasgow, was begun in earnest yester- 
a 


One of the most interesting of the nineteen 
sections was that dealing with neurology and 
psychological medicine. 

dn a paper on ' The Making of a Neurotic,”’ 
Dr. J. A. Hadfield, of London, discounted the 
general assumption under which disease was 
accounted for by héreditary or congenital causes, 
and pointed out that in many cases the causes 
could easily be environmental, We might in- 
herit a nervous temperament, and we did in- 
herit our instincts. =1¢ was in the third year of 
life that we beeame self-conscious, That first 
impression we got of ourselves would live with 
us for the rest of our lives, whether we believed 
we wero the most important person in the world 
or the most. beautiful, and it would determine 
our character. 

The conceptions we formed of ourselves in 
chitdhood tended to get repressed through the 
facts of life, and they emerged in the form ot 
fantasies. Men who were lame went about with 
the fantasies of stopping runaway horses, or 
things of that kind, relating many curious ex- 
periences. Among patients, he said, an artist 
who, at the age of three had a fantasy that 
there was nobody so perfect on earth as he was. 
developed that belief. He could not bear 
criticism of any kind; he used to show his 
pictures, and if they met with the slightest 
criticism he would become furiously angry. That 
was directly due to his-early fantasy. 

The child who was always told he was clever 
obtained a fantasy which expressed iiself later 
in dogmatism. The victims of such fantasies 
were not consciousiy aware of them. It was 
easy to see how some men broke down. A man 
who went out to conquer the universe and con- 
quered only one hemisphere regarded himself 
as @ proved “dud,” although comparatively he 
had su . He was judging his achievement 
by the strength of his fantasy. 


A DOCTOR'S CASE. 


Dr. Hadfield went on to eite the extra- 
ordinary case of a patient of his, a doctor, who 
would be in the consulting room with patiénts 
waiting to see him, when he would steal away 
and go to London, just to get away from his 

ractice. Three times, to the speakers know- 
edge, this doctor bolted and got himself certi- 
fed at an asylum for homicidal tendencies. He 
was suffering from a pure fantasy of being of 
great importance, but at the same crushed 
by his father. In the one phase he was a 
god, and in the other a worm. He always 
bolted when anybody blamed him or when he 


thought he would be blamed for anything, 


MENTAL STRESSES, 


Dr. Jane Suttie, of Glasgow, in a paper on 
“ Mental Stresses of Adjustment in Women,” 
said that parents, even in 1922, did not value 
girl children as wholly as boys. This was 
largely due to the maternal attitude. Giris ín 
mixed families were aware_of the relative dis- 
paragement. The sense of inferiority that was 
inculeated in their childhood embittered and 
discouraged them to such an extent that in 
later life their feelings might be diverted to 
masculinity. Mothers, and perhape even 
ardent feminists amongst them, were guilty of 
this preference towards boys. Their desire to 
make the most of their sons was perhaps under- 
standable when they were so keenly desirous 
of reaching an avowed goal. Throughout her 
education ‘her femininity was actually a burden 
to the average girl. Two different things were 
expected of her. The strictly girlish virtues 
implied service and submission, and these had 
to be developed concurrently with the aggres- 
siveness demanded in economie competition. 


REGULATION OF ARSENIC. 


A strong plea for the safeguarding of the 

ange with regard to arsenic was made by 
ir William Willcox, Medical Adviser to the 
Home Office, in a paper on the dangers to 
health arising from industrial preparations of 
aréenic. 

At the close of the discussion which followed, 
a resolution was passed by the Industrial 
Diseases Section, expressing the opinion that 
the gale of “dA dam g preparations included in 
Section 2 of the Drugs and Pharmacy Act, 1908 
should be limited to properly qualified and 
competent persons—namely, registered pharma- 
cists, and that purchasers should be required 
to have a licence for the possession of such 
dangerous articles. 

Sir Wilham said that the Act of 1908 re- 
moved many of the restrictions relating to the 
sale of those preperations, it being then thought 
that certain advantages- might acerue to the 

tblic from the greater freedom for purchase. 
t was not at that time realised that those 
advantages might be accompanied by very grave 
dangers. The fact was that a large number of 
fatal cases of accidental and euicidal poisoning 
had resulied from the removal of eome of the 
previous restrictions relating to the sale of 
arsenical preparations used in agriculture and 
horticulture, and there was reason to believe 
that in not a few instances those preparations 
had been used for criminal purposes. 

The foundation principle of the sale of — 
—that the seller should have an adequate 
knowledge of the 
dangerous properties of the article which he 
was selling, was quite destroyed by the. provi- 
sions of Section 2 of the 1908 Act. . The dangers 
to the public from the sale of industrial pre- 
parations of arsenic during the fourteen years 
which had passed since then, had bcen proved to 
be so great that it appeared to him that the 
time had come for safeguarding the public in 
the way suggested. 

A tin or packet of weed-killer or sheep-dip 
was at least as dangerous as the possession of a 
firearm. It was not necessary to give any hair- 
raising figures, but a gallon of weed-killer would 
possibly kill 10,000 people. i | 

Referring to the use of arsenical wood pre- 
servative in ease of a hut, in whieh 2,000 
girls were employed, he said that a month 
after its application a white incrustation, like 
hoar frost, was found on the wood, and a por- 
tion of the deposit on being scraped off was 
found to contain 61 cent, of arsenious oxide, 
or white arsenic. air and dust in the build.

) idiot and the maniac might satisfy the 
legal test, but certainly not the majority of the 
certified insane. Medical men recognise that

said that “the mad and the bad pass by 
insensible gradations, the one into the other.” 
The state of the law is clearly: unsatisfactory. 
The jury are swayed by many considerations, 
and no one can tell what their verdict may be 
in a particular case. 

There is always the danger that the merely 
vicious may escape punishment, while the 
mentally unsound may sent to imprisonment 
or even to the scaffold. Mere incriminations 
will not cause the difficulties to disappear, and 
it is the duty of the medical and lega! pro- 
fession to assist each other in reaching a satis- 
factory conclusion.

PUBLIC RECORDS AND OLD AGE 


PENSIONS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,-~-I read some letters in your paper on 
the joss of the records. Any that | have seen 
refer to historic or legal records, euch ae titles 
to property, ete. But I have not yot seen any 
refereiice to documents of another class, and by 
no means uniinportant—vis., the parish registers 
of the Chureh of Ireland and the Censug returns 
of 1841 and 1851. 1 understand that some years 
ago the former had either to be sent to the 
Public Record Office or to be kept in a fire- 
proof safe in the parish. Under ordinary cér- 
cumstances, it was very wise to send them to 
the Record Office, as they would be better pre- 
served, and an extract was to be had from any 
of them at a cheap rate. Before sending them 
away some of the clergymen, in whose charge 
they were, very wisely made copibs of them, 
and they must now be very valuable to the 
parishes for which they were made; but I fear 
that all did not do so. 
It is.well known that some of the clergy of all 
denominations did not keep the registers as well 
written up as t have done; but still 
they were very valuable, as far as they went, in 
many ways.

The ruined area in Upper Sackville street is 
being cleared of débris at, a rapid rate. A large 
number of workmen are engaged in demolishing 
the remains of the walis, and a constant 
stream of carts is carrying out of the street 
countless loads .of the rubbish. The walls of 
the old Sackville Hall. and the adjoining build- 
ings, which were all occupsed by the Post Office, 
remain in position, and a ‘hoarding is being 
constructed along the street front.

A GREAT ENGINEERING 
EXHIBITION, 
——-—- 


The Council of the British Engineers’ Associa- 
tion visited Wembley Park to inspect the pro- 
gress that is being made in the preparation of 
the site and the erection of the buildings for 
the British Empire Exhibition in 1924. The 
association has entrusted with the work 
of organising the shipbuilding, marine, 
mechanical, and general engineermg sections, 
and the allocation of space is to be controlled 
by a Special Committee composed of its Presi 
dent and Council, assisted by a number of 
independent representatives of engineering 
industry. Of two buildings which are being 
constructed near the entrance “or - 
Wembley Park Station to house the British 
industrial exhibits, one will be devoted to 
machinery and engineering exhibits. These 
buildings will have a total floor area of about 
twenty acres, or four times the size of 
Trafalgar square, and the foundations for 
twelve acres of them are well advanced. 
There are to be open galleries seventy-five 
and fifty feet wide, with arched roofs of rein- 
forced concrete, their height varying from 
thirty to fifty feet. Railway tracks for bring- 
ing in the exhibits will run throughout the 
buildings, and the machirery section, which 
covers four acres, will be provided with over- 
head travelling cranes capable of lifting twenty- 
five tons. 


IRELAND'S VOICE.

AT INTERNATIONAL BUILDING 


CONGRESS. 


Mr. John Good, D.L., J.P., Dublin President 
of the National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers of Great Britain and Ireland, was 
one of the chief speakers at a social function in 
connection with the eo ety oe the Interna- 
tional Federation of Building and Public 
Works, Key Nie ay me co um FE oor 
attended by delegates from European countries. 
The Golegnihe sautereel in London, and visited 
various housing schemes and places of interest, 
and with the object of reciprocating the hospi- 
tality extended to them organised a banquet at 
which M. Despagnat (President de la Federa- 
tion Internationale) presided, and gave the 
toast of “ The, Guests.” . 

Mr. John Good, in responding, said: he sup- 

sed he ought to say RTE” about the 
Daderation he represented, but that was not 
the place to trouble them with statistics as to 
the organisation of the employers and operatives 
respectively in the building trade. He might, 
however, give some indication of how the work- 
men’s organisation and the employers’ federa- 
tion lived together. In the first. place their 
personal relations for many years past had been 
excellent, and founded upon mutual respect for 
one another’s ability, honesty, and sincerity. 
It was true that the socialistic or communistic 
spirit, which had swept over Europe like a 
asa, had not left the operatives in their 
industry untouched, but whatever their social- 
istic leaning might be the workmen had shown 
themselves able to recognise economic facts and 
capable of courageously facing and meeting the 
issues involved in the readjustment of industry 
after the war. The wages arrangements “* 
regulated by a National Joint Council of Em- 
ployers and Operatives, and were settled from 
time to time for the whole of Great Britain at 
once. That was done under a sliding scale, 
under which as the cost of living fell wages 
declined in proportion. The sliding scale did 
not, however, exclude other adjustments im 
addition when circumstances showed them to be 
necessary. It was due to the existence of the 
foregoing arrangements that it had been 
possible for wages to decline by about 50s. per 
week for skilled. men during the past twelve 
months without undue friction or disturbance 
in the industry. The effect of these changes 
and corresponding changes in the prices of 
materials had made it also possible to reduce 
the cost of housing for the working classes by 
upwards of 50 per cent. during the same 
eriod. Indeed, it was believed by many that 
before very long the housing question would 
once more find its solution under the ordinary 
laws of supply and demand, 


A NEW FACTORY FOR DUBLIN. 


———-—bk& en 


Dublin will possess the largest ice factory 
in Ireland when the building operations which 
are in progress at Hanover quay are com- 
pleted. At the junction of that thoroughfare 
with Benson street the Dublin Trawling and 
Ice Company, Lid., have secured and are re- 
constructing. a warehouse for the purpose of 
installing machinery for the manufacture of ice 
on a large scale, and also providing cold storage 
to’ the extent of half a million cubic feet of 
espace. The site is an excellent one for: the 
required. purpose, as it bordérs on the Grand 
Canal dock, and is within. two hundred yards 
of the Liffey, with every facility for the quick 
and cheap traneport of ice by sea or land. 

e warehouse, which ie now in course of recon- 
struction by Messrs. Henly, of Drogheda, is to 
consiet of an ice store in the basement 90ft. 
by 37ft., with an engine and compressor room 
adjoining, 54ft. by 37ft., and also accommoda- 
tion for the suction gas plant and a fuel 
bunker. The ground floor is mainly devoted to 
the tank room and lading platform, which to- 
egy cover an area of nearly 3,500 square 
eet, When completed the factory will have a 
daily output capacity of 50 tons of block ice, 
while the crusher will be capahle of dealing 
with twenty tongs per hour.

The neg@tiations between the Royal Institute 
of Britis® Architects, the Surveyors’ Institution, 
the Soc#ty ‘of Architects, the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades’ Employers, and the 
Institute of Builders, which have been proceed- 
ing for some time with a view to the prepara- 
tion of a standard form of contract for build- 
ing operations, have reached their final stage. 
A conference of representatives from the above 
bodies have appointed a Drafting Committee, 
which is already at work on the contract docu- 
ment. All matters on which the parties fail to 
reach an agreement will be referred to arbitra- 
tion by a Tribunal of Appeal, consisting of one 
representative each of the builders and the 
architects, under the chairmanship of Sir 
William Mackenzie, K.C., President of the In- 
dustrial Court. Sir William is well known as 
an arbitrator in industrial disputes, and the 
acquisition of his services is of the greatest 
importance to the interests concerned. His ap- 
nena was made with the consent of the 
finistry of Labour. The expenses of the pre- 
paration of the standard form of contract will 
be borne jointly by the parties interested, and 
the Council of the R.I.B.A. have voted a sum of 
£200 for this purpose.

The present week saw the finishing touches 
ut to the last section of the great block of 
uildings erected. in Upper errion street, 
Dublin, for the Royal Coliege of Science and 
new public The work, which has ex- 
over a period of eighteen years and 
cost. over half a million pounds, may be re- 
arded as the crowning achievement in Irish 
uilding of the well-known Dublin firm, Messrs. 
McLaughlin and Harvey, Lid. The buildings, 
which were designed jointly by Sir Thomas 
Manly Deane, of Dublin, and Sir Aston Webb, 
of London, have a frontage of almost 600 feet 
and a depth of over feet, and form a 
equare around a quadrangle, the principal 
entrance to which is through an cin in 
Merrion street. main block runs the whole 
length of the west side and half-way on the 
sorth and south sides of the square, and is 
occupied by the Royal College of Science. The 
foundation stone of this block was laid by 
King Edward in 1904, and the building itself 
was opened by King George in 1911, and has 
been in use for some years. The second 
section, which runs along Merrion street to 
the left of the main entrancé and half-way 
along the south side of the square, was com- 
pleted in 1916, and occupied since then by 
the staff of the Department of Agriculture and 
Technica] Instruction, and it was in this section 
that the meeting of the Parliament of Southern 
[reland was held some time ago. The third 
section, which runs to the right along Merrion 
street from the arched entrance and half-way 
along the north side of the square and imme 
diately adjoining the National Museum, is 
that whi was recently occupied by the 
Government as its headquarters. This block 
was finished jast week, and thus the whole 
work was completed. 

The buildings are constructed of granite 
worked in the Wicklow quarries and Portland 
stone imported in the rough end hewn by 
Dublin craftsmen. The massive pillars which 
adorn the front of the Royal College of Science 
building are of stone, and the great dome which 
surmounts it is ironwork covered by lead, In- 
cluding the basement and flat roofs, there are 
seven floors to the building. The floors in the 
main portion are laid with wood blocks, and 
in the two wings with concrete covered by 
linoleum. The fireplaces in the boardroom and 
special rooms are of Irish marble, and the 
corridor floors are also Jaid with marble, There 
are no fewer than five electric lifts in the 
buildings—three for. REC I" and two for

Messrs, Charles W. Harrison and Son, of 
Brunswick street, and the gates and ironwork 
were carried out by essrs. J. and C.

McLaughlin and Harvey, Ltd., who also con- 
structed the roadways around and through the 
new block of buildings, and built the Engineer- 
ing Schoo] at the rear of the College of Science 
and the new block of offices for the Board of 
Public Works to the left of the roadway by 
the southern section.
